STRIKE CALLED; 
FREIGHT TIED UP 


Handlers Quit Work and 
Scarcity of Food Prod- 
ucts Is Feared. 


BRINGING IN NEW MEN. 


Three Roads Announge Ability 
to Take All Goods Offered 
and Others Hope to Do 
So Today. 


The Freight Handlers’ union of Chi 
declared a strike yesterday, and in Seabee 
between 8,000 and 9,000 men quit their work. 

The twenty-four railroad companies which 
employed these men in their freighthouses 
had volunteered to meet severally with their 
own men and discuss wages, but the men 
held to their demand that their union officers 
should do the dickering with the companies. 

The immediate result of the strike was a 
partial paralysis in the movement of freight 
which is likely to be felt today throughout 
the city in a scarcity of commodities and 
food productea. The railroads are already 
shipping in men from the country to take 
the place of the strikers. : 

Three railroads—Ilinois Central, North- 
western, and Penneyivania—announced there 
would be no suspension of the handling of 
freight at their depots. Others made no 
such strong promises, but the A}ton, fer ex- 
a brought a trainload of men into the 

Teamsters May Take a Hand. 

The éxeoutive board of the National team- 
sters’ union formally declined to indorse the 
strike of the freight handlers and stood by 
the action of the Chicago federation of labor, 
which failed to approve the men’s demands. 
Yet it is admitted by the teamsters’ officers 
that the teamsters individually may, and no 
doubt will, object to handling freight touched 
by nonunion men. Fresh difficulty may arise 
from this source today. 


Developments of the Day. 

Other developments of the first day of the 
strike were: 

First meeting of strikers was held on lake front, 
where they were advised to go to their homes 
and remain orderly and lawabiding. 

Railroad officials appealed to Mayor Harrison 
for police protection and patrolmen were sent to 
guard the freighthouses. 

Pickets were stationed at all the houses by 
the freight men to keep teamsters from delivering 
freight or other men from applying for their 
Places. 

State board of arbitration offered its services to 
strikers and railroad managers with hope of ef- 
fecting a settlement. 

Railroad managers held a meeting and decided

First disturbance occurred at the Pennsylvania 
freighthouse, where an express driver was fright- 
ened by hoots and yells for delivering freight. 

Railway clerks’ union refuses actively to indorse 
the freight handlers’ action. 

Nearly 200 merchants appealed to Organizer Fitz- 
patrick of the Chicago federation of labor for 
permits empowering their wagons to pass the 
pickets with perishable freight. 

Wholesale men compelled to resort to the lake 
for transportation. Lake lines overwhelmed. 

Two meetings of the freight handlers last night 
prepared for the protection of the freighthouses 
by lines of pickets. President Curran appealed 
to the men to keep away from saloons. 

Mayor Harrison declared the police force would 
remain neutral. Two hundred and fifty men are 
in reserve at the central station. 

Scores of special policemen were hired by the

As soon as the Chicago strike was well 
under way yesterday the railroad offi- 
cials appealed to Mayor Harrison for 
police protection. Details of police were 
gent to every freight house in the city and 
kept on duty there throughout theday. The 
only disturbance reported was from the 
Pennsylvania freight house at Canal and 
Madison streets in the afternoon, when an 
expressman who had not heard of the strike 
delivered a load of freight. He was hooted 
and yelled at until he became frightened and 
appealed to the police for protection. Lieu- 
tenant Harding and a detachment of police 
from the Desplaines street station escorted 
the man beyond the lines of the yelling 
crowd.

To complete the chronicle of the day's 
events were death and prostration from the 
heat and a downpour of nain that on the 
south side amounted nearly to a choudburst. 

For today the forecast is for generally fair 
weather and southerly winds. Tomorrow 
showers are looked for. The change in 
temperature will be slight. 


Storm Smites the Bridewell. 

The most serious work of the storm was at 
the bridewell, where the main building was 
struck by Nghtning and 600 square feet of 
Slate roof torn from the structure. In the 
building were 300 men in the steel cells, and 
many prayed for help. It was an hour before 
Supt. Sloan and his aids restored order. 

For an hour before the storm the air was 
thick and heavy. Rain fell in sheets, fol- 
lowed by a high wind and frequent flashes of 
jightning. Then a bolt struck the steel 
cellhouse, 800 feet long and four stories high. 
The building seemed to quiver and the roar 
and shock sent the prisoners to their knes. 

The wind snapped off trees, unroofed part 
of the brick shed, leveled 300 feet of the farm 
fence, demolished two of the guard towers, 
and scattered débris for 800 feet. 

When the wind struck the John Worthy 
school, adjoining the bridewell, there was a 
ripping sound and 200 square feet of the 
was lifted off Gashed to the ground.

The total 
damage was estimated by Mr. Sloan at §$2,-

“Some of the prisoners prayed for the 
first time in years,” said Mr. Sloan. “ It 
was fortunate that there were no guards 
in the two towers, as they would have been 
killed. The storm also put our electrical sys- 
tem out of service.”’ 


Use Slough Water on Fire. 

Had it not been for the well filled ditches 
and sloughs at Fifty-second street and the 
Panhandle tracks, as a result of the recent 
heavy rains, the entire plant of the American 
malting company at that point might have 
been destroyed. A fire started in the plant 
shortly after noon, the result of lightning 
which struck the cupola of the building. 
Fourteen fire engines fed the hose lines with 
water from the ditches, and after a hard 
fight the fire was subdued. The plant, includ- 
ing machinery, is valued at $45,000, and the 
loss on this was $9,000. 

In the early part of the fire Capt. Hen- 
nessey of engine company 49 narrowly 
escaped with his life. He had ordered a lead 
of hose carried to the roof, and he himself led 
the way. When he returned to give orders 
to his men he found his retreat cut off by 
dense smoke. He was forced to seek refuge 
on the edge of the roof. Those below saw 
his danger and an extension ladder was 
hoisted and the captain rescued. 

Three Hundred Girls in Pan 

The panic caused by the lightning striking | 
the B. Koppenheimer building in Jefferson 
street threatened to result im loss of life. 
There were 300 girls at work shortly after 
1 p. m. when there was a flash of lightning, 
seemingly all through the six story building. 
An instant later streaks of fire flash long 
the electric wires. 

“The lightning has struck us—Fire,” 
screamed a frightened girl. 

Instantly there was a wild rush for the 
stairways and fire escapes. Thegirls crowd- 
ed the landings of the escapes and struggled 
with each other at the windows. When 
firemen of engine company 5 and truck 2 
reached the scene the iron ladders were 
crowded with girls. Some of them were 
almost ready to drop. The firemen raised 
jaddere and assisted the frightened young 
women to the street. : 

Boy Killed by a Bolt. 

While playing im a brickyard Hubert P. 
Tobin, 11 years old, was struck by lightning 
and instantly killed. A mumber of com- 
panions of the boy also felt the effects of 
the bolt but none of them was injured. The 
victim lived at 3603 South Albany avenite. 

Tobin and his companions were playing 
about a brickyard at Thirty~-sixth street and 
Kedzie avenue, When the rain began to fall 
heavily they ran for shelter and found a 
protected spot under a tall chimney. There 
they watched the rain and threw bricks 
into the water pools. | 

Suddenly a boit of lightning etruck the 
chimney. Tobin was etruck and fell to the 
ground dead. His companions were dazed 
by the ehock but not injured. 


Bolt Hits the Revere House. 

The Revere house was struck about the 
game time. A panic was averted only by 
the prompt action of the employés of the 
hotel. The bolt shattered the flag staff and 
a part of it was forced through the roof of 
the bullding making a hole a foot in diameter. 
Along the upper floor many windows were 
broken, but no other damage was done. 
As some of the rooms almost under the staff 
were occupied the fact that no one was hurt 
was remarkable. 

Risks Life to Save Friend. 

To a slanting ara? slippery roof, im the rear 
of 1 Washington place, Mrs. Lottie Fleischer 
chambered yesterday to save the Nfe of a 
sleeping women. Mrs. Emma Hessler, who 
occupies the second floor of the structure, 
was sleeping in a locked room in the rear 
of her apartments when fire was discovered 
im the building. The biaze originated in the 
tailor shop of K. Friedman om the lower 
floor.

DR. L. D. SHEPPARD FIGHTS WITH 
PISTOL AND WINS. 


W. A. Rogers Attacks John Warren, 
Under Physician’s Care—Datter In- 
terferes and the Two Men Fire Five 
Shots at Each Other, Aggressor Re- 
celving Three in Body—Will Recov- 
er and Not Prosecute—A@iray in 
Jackson Boulevard Bicycle Shop. 


Standing scarcely five feet apart in a little 
bicycle repair shop at Jackson boulevard and 
Hoyne avenue Dr. L. D. Sheppard Jr. and 
William A. Rogers held revolvers at arm’s 
length and emptied them at each other. 
When the duel had ended Rogers staggered 
from the place with three bullets in his 
body. His antagonist escaped unhurt, al- 
though a bullet had passed through the silk 
hat he wore. 

The duel fellowed an attack on John War- 
ren, the invalid proprietor of the shop by 
Rogers, who claims he was resenting an in- 
sult to his wife. Dr. Shepard, who was in 
the place, interfered, and the pistol battle 
followed. 

Rogers ts a saloonkeeper at Van Buren and 
Honoré streets, and resides at 241 Win- 
chester avenue. During the evening his 
wife had been out on her bicycle, and at 
9 p. m. entered the shop with the wheel. 
She explained that a tire had been punc- 
tured, and asked that it be repaired at once, 
as she desired to ride it home. 


Quarrel Over Repairs to Wheel. 

The tire wae mended, but In inflating the 
wheel another and worse tear in the rubber 
was made. Mrs. Rogers declared that the 
repairer had not used proper care and de- 
manded that a new tire be placed on the 
wheel. This was refused by Warren, who 
asserted that there had been a previous flaw 
in the rubber, which had caused the break. 

After a brief argument Mrs. Rogers left, 
saying she would send her husband to bring 
the bicycle. In the interval Dr. Sheppard, 
108 Loomis street, who is attending Warren 
for a serious malady, entered the store. The 
physician and his patient were conversing 
when Rogers entered the place. 

Both men assert that Rogers at once be- 
came abusive and declared that he had come 
to get satisfaction from someone. Aftera 
wrangle lasting a few minutes he was 
ordered from the place @y Warren. He re- 
fused to go and as Warren stepped towards 
him a blow from the saloonkeeper felled the 
old man. As he struggled to his feet he was 
again struck. 


Doctor to the Rescue. 


Dr. Sheppard sprang forward to tear the} 


men apart, and was struck by Rogers, who 
is much the heavier man. Warren had 
grasped for a bicycle handle bar close by. 
and the movement was noted by Rogers, who 
jerked a revolver from his pocket. Almost 
simultaneously Warren opened a drawer in 
his work desk, and, taking out a revolver, 
handed it to his protector. 

No further words were spoken as the men 
stood, almost toe to toe, and fired the 
weapons. At the second discharge the hat 
of the physician was shot from his head, and 
he drew back to the shelter of a stairway 
close by and fired the remaining shots from 
his revolver. When the last report had died 
away the little room was filled with smoke. 

Rogers could be seen staggering to the 
sidewalk, where he fell. The shots had at- 
tracted a score of people, who hurried to the 
assistance of the wounded man. 

Dr. D. A. Graham, 672 West Monroe street, 
and Dr. G. M. Hammond, 683 Washington 
boulevard were summoned. While they 
were examining the wound Dr. Sheppard 
stood close by advising his associates. 

The bullets had penetrated Rogers’ left 
shoulder, right thigh, and left breast, the 
fast being a flesh wound and not serious. 
After the examination the physicians de- 
clared that Rogers would recover. Dr. Shep- 

then walked to the Lake streetistation, 
accompanied by arren, where they sur- 
rendered themselves. 


Refuses to Prosecute, 

Policemen were sent to Rogers’ home and 
returned with the announcement that the 
wounded man had declared that he had been 
the instigator of the affray, and that he 
would not prosecute his assailant. After 
convincing themselves that this was true 
the police officials decided that they could 
not interfere in the matter, and Dr. Shep- 
pard was released. 


DYNAMITE USED ON WALL 
ENCROACHING ON STREET. 


Twenty-five Feet of New Work at Van 
Buren Street Depot Blown Up Under 
Direction of City Employes. 


Twenty-five feet of cement wall that was 
to have done service in supporting the 
tracks running fhto the new Rock Island and 
Lake Shore depot at Van Buren street was 
blown up with dynamite because the wa!l 
encroached on Sherman street 11% inches. 

The section of wall blown to pieces was 
just south of Harrison street. Men from 
the office of City Engineer Ericson found 
that the support encroached on the street. 
Notice was served upon Grace & Hyde, the 
contractors, that the wall must come down. 

A short time later the drill was boring 
Gown into the wall. Men employed by the 
contractors did the work, under the direction 
of city employés. 

The encroachment was discovered by one 
of the engineers who was iooking after the 
interests of the city. The transit showed 
the wall out.of place, and the blast was 
the result. The section destroyed repre- 
sented a loss of $500. This will fall upon the 
contractora.

REVIEWS YEAR'S WORK. 


Tells National Educational As- 
sociation of Danger He Sees 
in Rivalry of College 
Athletes. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 7.—{Special.}— 
Sensational methods, startling utterances, 
and the failure by professors in colleges te 
exercise common sense were denounced in 
strong terms by William R. Harper, presi- 
dent of the university ef Chicago, in hie ad. 
dress before the convention of the National 
educational association today. 

President Harper’s address, which was on 

the subject of “ The Educational Progress 
ef the Year 1901~02,"" was the chief featur« 
of the evening session of the convention, 
In regard to the’ preper conduct of college 
professors Dr. Harper said: 
“<A professor abuses his privilege whe 
takes advantage of a classroom exercise te 
propogate partisan views of one er another 
of the political parties. .The university is 
no place for partisanship. 


Professor’s Right, to Talk. 


‘A professor abuses his privilege who in 
any way seeks to influence his pupiile or the 
public by sensational methods. A professor 
abuses his privileges of expression of opin- 
ion when, although a student, and perhaps 
an authority in one department or group of 
departments, he undertakes to speak authori- 
tatively qn subjects which have no relation 
to the department in which he was appointed 
to give instruction. A professor abuses his 
privilege in many cabes when, atthough shut 
off in large measure from the world, and en- 
gaged within a narrow fiel@ of investigation, 
he undertakes to instruct his colleagues or 
the public concernimg matters in the world 
at large in connection with which he has had 
little or no experience, 

“A professor abuses his privilege of free- 
dom of expression of opinion when he fails 
to exercise that quality—which, it must be 
confessed, in some caseg the professor lacks 
—ordinarily called commonsense. A professor 
ought not to make euch an exhibition of his 
weakness, or to make en exhibition of his 
weakness so many times, that the attention 
of the public at large is called to the fact. 
in this respect he has no larger liberty than 
other men. 


* But may a professor do all these things 
and yet remain an officer in the university? 
Yes. No individual, ne group of individuals, 
can speak for the university. A statement, 
by whomsoever made, is the statement ofan 
individual.”’ 

Regarding women as educators and the 
lack of competent ones in the higher branch- 
es Dr. Harper said: 

“ Considerable comment has been made 
upon the apparent scarcity of women poe- 
sessed of the proper qualifications and train- 
ing for the highest positions in college work. 
The women now being graduated with the 
doctor’s degree from vur strongest institu- 
tions are, in almost every particular, as able 
and as strong as the men. If opportunity 
were offered these women would show that 
they possess the qualifications demanded. 
The fact is that to women there do not come 
the opportunities to shew their strength 
which come to the men.”’ 


Danger in College Athletics. 

College athletics and the effect upon edu- 
cation of the rivalry between the contest- 
ing teams also was discussed, Dr. Harper 
saying: 

“The much discuseed subject of college 
athletics Was received no important contri- 
butions during the year. It may be feared 
that within a comparativdy short time the 
rivalry between closely located institutions 
east and west has developed some antagon~- 
ism. Im not a few iMmstitutions there seems 
to exist a strong spirit of personal hostility 
toward other institutions with which com- 
petition in athletics is undertaken. 

Bome of this same epirit hae been man- 
ifeyted by home teams toward visiting teams, 
as well as by visiting teame toward the 
teams on whose ground the games have been 
played. It is hardly necessary to say that 
such manifestations are a mark of deteriora- 
thon and indicate that Instead of making 
progress we are losing ground. 


May Have to Abolish Sport. 

“ Such an attitude of mind ie hardly worthy 
of a sportsman; much less does it accord with 
the highacademic spirit. If such feelings are 
a neceswary part of intercollegiate athietica, 
the sooner intercollegiate athietics are aban- 
doned the better for all concerned. 

“One cannot believe, however, that these 
manifestations are anything more than pass- 
ing phases, which in another year will be 
forgotten, and that in their place will arise 
a stronger spirit of and friendly 
rivalry, characteristic at once of the gentie- 
man and the scholar.”’ 


Progress of the Last Year. 

Dr. Harper, in reviewing the events in 
educational progress in the year just cloged, 
paid: 

* In attempting a survey of the progressof 
educational work during the period of 4 
single year, one quickly discovers three or 
four things—(1) that such a survey wild con- 
tain no adequate presentation of the mass 
of material which may rightly claim to be 
included; (2) that no sharp line cam be drawa 
between different years, since the more im- 
portant events really assume the nature of 
movements, and most of them covera period 
of several years; (8) that prejudice against 
taking forward steps in education has been 
greatly diminished, and skepticism as to the 
value of the old conventional useger in 
schools and colleges is largely on the in- 
crease; (4) that, whatever may have been 
true tn the past, no close connection any 
longer exists between the educational move- 
ments of England and the continent and 
those of our own land. At all events, we 
may no longer be counted merely as follow- 
era—in some respects we may perhaps claim 
the position of leadership. 


Too Few Trained Teachers. 

“The most serious drawbacks to the ad- 
Yancement of the work in the elemesitary 
schools along the lines of the educational 
theories of recent times has been the utterly 
inadequate scholastic training of the teach- 
ere who undertook professional investiga- 
tion. This need of broader scholarship has 
nowhere been more deeply appreciated than 
among the teachers themselves, and in tes- 
timony of this statement we need only retall 
the interest and support of that great multi- 
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tude of elementary teachers who spend a 
part of their vacations in the summer schools 
and colleges. It is not method study simply 
that these teachers hunger for; it is rather 
Information.on special subjects in. which 
they have discovered their weakness.” 
Education in the south and the good work 


cussed at length, Dr. Harper saying that the 
problem was one of the most important be- 
fore the country. He declared the north 
Sympathized with the south in that it-re- 
ceived only 3 per cent of the general contri- 
bution for education, while containing 26 
per cent of the population. 


| ‘in Course of Study. 

The work of the general eduation board in 
developing an educational sentiment was 
tommended by Dr. Harper, who then turned 
to the course of study in the various classes 
of schools, saying: 

“In connection with the curriculum of the 
secondary schools several tendencies may 


tiearly be noted. Some of these are progress- 
lve; some of them may, perhaps, be regarded 
as characteristic of movement backward. In 
the latter class belongs the disposition to give 
up provision for instruction in Greek. That 
there exists such a disposition cannot be 
denied. 

“Ts the introduction of courses of instruc- 
tion relating to commercia! and industrial 
subjects moving perhaps at too rapid a rate? 
We must not forget that years are required 
to develop a new subject for practical edu- 
cational results. Are we throwing aside 
those subjects whose educational value has 
been tested beyond question for the sake of 
introducing new subjects which, at all events, 
for a long period must prove to be of lesse 
value? 

Secondary Schools Prosper. 

“@~ remarkable fact in connection with 
secondary schools is their phenomenal 
growth. The high school curriculum cannot 
longer be regarded as one to be adjusted asa 
preparation for college. These schools have 
come to occupy a unique field independent 
In fact, the high 
school is rapidly coming to be a rival of the 
smaller college itself. 

“ Every succeeding year of the last decade 
bas witnessed a greater interest on the part 
of the American people at large in the work 
of higher education. The year just passing 
has contributed as much perhaps as any two 
or three of the preceding years. 

“An important feature of higher educa- 
tional work in most rerent times is the at- 
tention which is being given to commercial 
@nd technical instruction. The. time has 
come when the university is compelled to 
adjust itself more definitely to its environ- 
ment. The prevailing characteristic of the 
modern environment is now included under 
these words: Commercial and technological. 
The state universities have naturally led the 
way in the development of - technological 
work. Other universities must follow if 
they are to meet the demands of the times.

ROBBERS STIR UP BEDLAM 


Attempt to Hold Up Ticket Agent at 
Sixty-first Street Starts Steam Whis- 
tle Blowing, Electric Gong Ring- 
ing, and Extinguishes Lights—Em- 
ploye Fires Three Shots at Fleetng 
Forms—Woodlawn Police Respond 
to Alarm but Thieves Escape. — 


: Five men, who attacked the Sixty-first. 


street station of the South Side elevated rail- 
road early yesterday morning with the evi- 
dent intention of holding up the ticket agent, 
stirred up enough noise to alarm the whole 
neighborhood and thwart their plans most 
effectively. A moment after their discovery 
a4 steam whistle began to blow. an electric 
wong started ringing, all the lights of the 
station went out, while the man in charge 
of the station, Henry M. Polite, discharged 
his revolver. During the din the robbers 
escaped. 

The attack on the station was made short- 
ly before 2 o’clock tn the morning. An hovr 

fore Peter Hess, a guard. told Polite that 

e had seen five men helping each other to 
the roof of the structure. He chased them 
away, under the impression that they were 
endeavoring to steal a ride by reaching the 
tracks above without passing through the 
turnstile. 

Later Polite saw a man sneak away from 
a rear window in the darkness. Svvn after 
he saw a man pass one of the front windows. 
Polite by this time was uneasy, and thought 
of robbers. His fears were increased when 
he heard the sound of some one working at 
the rear door. He was crouching down be- 
hind the screened counter, determined to 
fight, when several of the lights in the sta- 
tron were suddenly extinguished. 

Unable to stand the suspense longer, the 
ticket agent rushed to the rear window, 
wnich was near the door where the strange 
sounds came from. Leveling his revolver, 
he fired three shots in the darkness. Two 
men rushed from beneath the stairs on the 
outside and ran north underneath the tracks. 
Sounds of some one scurrying away in front 
of the building were heard, and two men 
passed the front window. 

After discharging his revolver, Polite ran 
back to his office and pressed the lever which 
puts out the electric lights and rings a gong 
outside the building, the automatic device in 
use to sound an alarm in case of robbers. 
Taking up the warning, the engineer in the 
plant sounded the steam whistle, and scores 
of guards, motormen, and other employés of 
the railroad hurried out of the company’s 
office to render assistance. 

Excitement reigned in the vicinity for 
some time afterward. When the patrol 
wagon from the Wocdlawn station arrived 
a search of the vicinity was made, without 
results. 

The way in which the robbers worked is 
a mystery to the police. It is thought that 
they either wanted to draw Polite out of the 
station and then steal the receipts, which 
amounted to over $100, or that they were 
trying to locate the ticket agent, who had 
sought concealment beneath the counter. 


DOUBLE DETECTIVE FORCE 
SEEKING HOLDUP CLEWS.

CONFESS 0 SAVE 


KILLING WEBSTER ADAMS. 


Exonerate Michael McCaffery, Who 
Was Likely to Be Held—Herman 
Eichendorf and Michaet! 0O’Hara Tell 

of the Encounter—Former Admits 
‘Hurling the Brick That Caused 
Death, but Says He Did It tn Self- 
‘Defense. 


To save an innocent man from being held 
to the criminal court on a charge of murder 
two men yesterday confessed the killing and 
gave themselves up. They are Herman 
Eichendorf, 398 Washburne avenue, and 
Michael O’ Hara, 1165 West Thirteenth street. 

They walked into Chief O'Neill's office yes- 
terday and said they were responsible for 
the death of Webster Adams, who was 
struck on the head by a brick two weeks 
ago and died on July 2 at the County hos- 
pital. The men are now locked ‘up at the 
Central station, while Michael McCaffery, 
who had been accused of the crime, is at 
the Lake street station. . 

Bichendorf and O'Hara told the chief they 
would rather place their own lives in jeopar- 
dy than see an innocent man punished. 
They did not know Adams was dead until 
they read the notice in a newspaper on July 
8. Then they talked the matter over and 
decided to give themselves up, although they 
believed they ‘had acted in self-defense. 
Bichendorf said he and O'Hara were on 
their way home when they met Adams and 
a companion, who is believed to be McCaf- 
fery. Adams asked Eichendorf what he was 
laughing at, the latter said, and then Adams’ 
companion struck Efchendorf. |. 

Eichendorf says he seized a brick and 
hurled it at the man who had struck him. 
Instead of hitting this man the stone crashed 
against Adams’ head, knocking him to the 
ground. Eichendorf believed his assailants 
were robbers and for that reason he and 
O’Hara ran away after the fight. 

When the police of the Lake street station 
arrived Adams was unconscious and Mc- 
Caffery, it is said, was near by. The injured 
man was taken to the County hospital and 
McCafferty was arrested. On July 4a coro- 
ner’s jury recommended that McCaffery be 
held by the police pending a further investi- 
gation. 

An inquest will be held at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon at the county morgue, when Eich- 
endorf and O'Hara will testify.

Last night's meeting of the.city councll— 
the last until next September—brought re- 
Hef to the policemen and firemen of the city, 
the aldermen unanimously voting to divert 
more than $500,000 from the license receipts 
to miake up the salary appropriation de- 
ficiency and end enforced vacations without 
pay. Henceforth every member of each de- 
partment. will draw full pay and do full work. 
The final session was. marked, too, by the 
introduction of a new underground pneu- 
matic tube ordinance’ that is expected ‘to 
further complicate the wrangle over the 
lllinoig telephone and telegraph company's 
ordinance when that is fought out next fall. 

The new ordinance was introduced by. Ald. 
Bennett, and asks that the Chicago pneu- 
matic service company be granted a twenty 
years’ franchise to construct and operate 
pneumatic tubes for the transmission of the 
United States mail, newspapers, packages, 
and merchandise. There is no reference to 
compensation, 

“T understand: it was planned that the 
council should thrash. out-that matter and 
then make terms with the company.” was all 
Ald. Bennett had to say on that score. 

Promoters Said to Be Chicagoans. 

Who the promoters are, or who are behind 
the company, was not stated, but they are 
said to be local people. "The measure pro- 
vides that the placing of conduits—and the 
right extends to all sections of the city—shall 
be- under the approval of the commissioner 
of public works. It is specified that work 


must be begun within eighteen months after | 


the passage of the measure, and that five 
miles of tubing must be completed in five 
years. The ordinance was referred without 
discussion to the judiciary committee. — 


Money for Firemen and Policemen. 


Chairman Mavor of the finance committee 
asked the passage of the ordinance diverting 
license funds to the police and fire salary 
fund and the vote was unanimous. The 
police salary appropriation of $2,176,000 is 
thue increased by $308,000, aliowing the 
2,400 policemen to be paid full time during 
the year. The question of dealing with the 
men who already have taken their enforced 
month’s vacation.without pay is left in the 
hande of Chief O'Neill and the mayor. 

To the firemen’s salary fund, as appropri- 
ated by the council, about $200,000 is diverted. 
This money is made up by the increased mis- 
cellaneous revenues. Ip taking this step the 
council followed Corporation Counsel Walk- 
er’s opinion, thet official holding that “at 
any -time during the year an appropriation 
may be made, for a corporate purpose, from 
funds derived from a miscellaneous source.”

New Rule on Franchises. | 


An ordinance seeking to amend the council 
rules so that all franchises for any “* public 
utility, or to construct or operate a tunnel 
or subway for any purpose,” shall be read 
at three different meetings of the council, 
was presented by Ald.

‘To Save Old Tavern. 

The old Green Tree tavern on Milwaukee 
avenue is to be saved, if possible, Ald. Jack- 
son having passed an order for its removal 
to one of the parks of the west park system. 


Musham’s Approval Required. 

The ordinance of the Chicago fire and 
emergency dispatch company was passed 
without a provision that the fire marshal 
shall first approve it. The company proposes 
to operate a number of vehicles and carry 
subscribers to property which may be on 
fire. Its service is.to be at the disposal of 
the city fire department andits rights may be 
revoked at any time by the council. There 
was some objection on the ground that it 
might interfere with the fire department and 
cause a conflict of authority. 


Heavy Advance in Receipts. 

Controller McGann’s statement of the con- 
dition of the city’s revenues shows a heavy 
advance in license receipts. In the first half 
of last year the receipts from saloon licenses 
totaled $1,932,457, and this year the amount 
has advanced to $2,072,565. Heavy receipts 
are shown in every department, while it is 
shown that salary funds, as appropriated, 
have been expended to about 50 per cent of 
the total in each department,

THINKS CHINA CAN RULE. 


Head of Navy Department Be- 
gins Effort to Send More 
Officers to Sea.

Secretary Hay has taken action to bring 
about foreign evacuation of Tien Tsin in 
compliance with the

Tien Tsin. of the high officials of 


China. Hehas cadied 
an instruction to Minister Conger, reiterat- 
ing the objecttons of the United States to the 
agreement formulated by the military com- 
manders in Tien Tsin, and has urged modl- 
fication of this agreement, so that China, 
after foreign evacuation has occurred, can 
preserve order and be relieved of the ob- 
ligations which some of the powers seek. 
to impose upon her. 
e United States is not a participant in 

e occupation of Tien Tsin, and Russia re- 
cetitly withdrew her forces. Great Britain 
has repeatedly declared her willingness to 
depart. Japan, opposed to foreign occupa- 
tion of China, has only remained because 
ehe feared withdrawal would prejudice her 
position of empire. France is, of course, dis- 
posed to follow in north China whatever 
policy Russia may adopt, and she is un- 
doubtedly prepared to leave whenever St. 
Petersburg indicates that it is desirable. 
Germany is the one power bent on remain- 
ing at Tien Tsin, though she has insisted that 
she will cease occupation of that point the 
moment she is satisfied that China will carry 
out the terms of the protocol for the settle- 
ment of he Boxer revolt of 1900. 

But Germany has been charged with 3 
more sinister purpose. It has been alleged 
that she desires to make a permanent in- 
veetment of Tien Tsin, and it is because they 
feared such a. design that other powers ‘of 
Kurope and Japan maintained detachments 
in that city. In his appeal to this govern- 
ment Yuan Shih Kai stated that differences 
of opinion between the military officers and 
the ministers were responsible for the delay 
in evacuating Tien Tsin. As the military 
officers and the diplomats act under instruc- 
tions from their respective governments, 
their divergence of views is decidedly sur- 
prising. 

Minister Conger has reported to the state 
Gepartment in much the same sense as Yuan 
Shih Kai reported, and the authorities are 
therefore In fully sympathy with the Chinese 
desire to be allowed to have sufficient troops 
in and near Tien Tsin to preserve order and 
to be relieved of the electric light, electric 
ratiway, and other valuable concessions ex- 
tending over a term of sixty years, which 
were granted by the provisional government 
established by the foreign commanders.

necessity of keeping officers ashore. In this 
letter Mr, Moody asks each officer a num- 
ber of questions. One of these is whether 
the officer addressed cannot conveniently. 
perform the duties to which he has been as- 
signed in combination with the duties per- 
formed by some other officer or officers at 
the same place without detriment to the 
service or danger of being overworked. 

Mr. Moody “is appatently ofthe opinio 
that it does not require nearly so many 
officers to do the work now being done at the 
various shore stations. He asks also whether 
a civilian could not just as well perform the 
duties of the officer addressed. A great 
majority of the answers to this question will 
probably be in the negative, as many officers 
ashore are performing duties which require 
ability of a high character and professional 
knowledge that comes of experience in naval 
work. 

Another question is likely to prove a facer 
to many officers. Mr. Moody asks each 
officer ashore if he does not think that the 
interest of the service requires that he should 
go to sea. This is a matter which can prob- 
ably be decided by most officers only after an 
examination of conscience, but the secretary 
has had sufficient confidence in the sea duty 
prevailing in the service to believe that gen- 
erally it will be answered honestly and un- 
selfichiy. +4 

The old system of placing officers on wait- 
ing otders with reduced pay when there is no 
work for them to do at sea or on shore will 
probably be revived when Mr. Moody car- 
ries His new policy into effect. This wills 
apply principally to officers who have 
reached command rank, as nearly all the. 
junior officers can he provided for on ships 
in commission. In the English and some of 
the other European naval services junior 
officers are seldom given shore detail, and 
to this is largely due the fact that officers 
of the great naval powers seldom marry until 
they are well along in life. Most American 
naval officers marry early, but whether there 
will be a change in this regard when Mr. 
Moody puts his plans into operation remains 
to be seen.

BULLER GIVES MESSAGES. 


FURNISHES PRESS WITH TEXT 0 
HIS DISPATCHES. | 


Comment Resulting Is All Adverse to 
the Man Who Failed to Relieve 
Ladysmith—First Telegram te the 

3 ‘War Office Says He Is Not Strong

LONDON, July 7.—Just when the British 
public was becoming preoccupied with more 
recent things, Gen. Sir Redvers Buller, who 
Was called to account by the war office, has 
rearoused the old angry controversy over his 
conduct of the Natal campaign. He has for- 
warded to the press copies of his dispatches 
relating to his first attempt to reileve Lady- 
smith. His first dispatch,’ dated Dec. 15, 
1899, is from Chieveley camp to the secre- 
tary of war. In it he says explicitly that 
he does not consider himself strong enough 
to relieve Ladysmith. He says: 

“I consider that I ought to let Ladyemith 
g° and occupy a good position for the de- 
fense of south Natal, and so let time help us.”’ 


Exact Text of Dispatch, - = 

The war office announces that Gen. Bul- 
ler’s telegram regarding the abandonment 
of Ladysmith was paraphrased for the pro- 
tection of the cipher before it was printed. 
Gen. Buller now issues hie exact meseage 
from his own record as follows: 

“ My View is that I ought to let Ladysmith 
go and occupy good positions for the defence 
of south Natal and het time help us. The 
best thing I can suggest is that ly should 
occupy defensive positions and fight it out 
in a country better euited to our tactias.”’ . 

To the foregoing message the government 
replied that the surrender of Ladysmith 
would be regarded by the government as a 
national disaster of the greatest magnitude 
and it urged Gen. Buller to make another 
attempt.

British Colonial Secretary In- 
jured by Collision of Cab 
with an Archway. 


HEAD CUT BY WINDOW. 


but Minister Is Kept in 
| the Hospital. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZE.] 

LONDON, July 7.—Colonial Secretary Jo- 
seph Chamberlain was seriously but not 
dangerously wounded today while 
through Whitehall iri a cab. 

The cab collided with one of the timbers 
of the Canadian arch, bringing the vehicle 
to a sudden stop, which threw the minister 
forward against the window. His head was 
knocked through the glass and wae severely 
cut in a number of places. 

Mr. Chamberlain is now in the Charing 
Cross hospital, where it was thought advis- 
able to keep him for the night. 

There was a great rush to buy papers when 
the news bills were displayed reading: “ Mr. 
Chamberlain injured.” It is certain that an 
accident to no other public man would have 
excited such interest. P 

As Mr. Chamberlain is 66 years old it was 
feared the shock might prove serious. 


Hundreds Visit Hospital. 


Throughout the evening there was a con- 
tinuous pr of inquirers at the hos- 
pital. The king, queen, prince of Wales, 


foreign coronation visitors, and leading pol- 
iticlans, including Mr. Chamberiain’s op- 
ponents, sent of inquiry. Mrs. 
Chamberlain, when informed of the accident, 
immediately drove to the hospital and re- 
mained by her husband’s side over night. 
Mr. Chamberiain when first hurt did not 
mention who he was and made light of the 
affair. The house surgeom, however, found 
@ serious, crescent shaped cut across his 
forehead, penetrating the bone. 
broken glass were in the wound. 
There was also a cut under the right eye. 
A buHetin éssued tonight said that the 
scalp wound in the forehead is now free 
of pain and the patient is feeling comfort- 
There was no concussion. 


How Accident Happened: 

The accident happened thus: The horse 
fell near the Canadian arch on the recently 
watered roadway. The cab heeled over and 
Mr. Chamberlain was violently shot forward 
through the sliding window, which had a 
broken catch and came down on his head 
with a crash. He was momentarily stunned, 
but stepped to the footpath, where a crowd 
gathered. He held a handkerchief to his 
face, from which the blood poured. His silk 
hat, which some one picked up and placed on 
his head, was battered out of shape. 

In a few moments he recovered and wanted 
to walk to the colonial office, but a young po- 
liceman insisted upon placing him in another 
cab and taking him to the Charing Cross hos- 
pital, The policeman did not recognize him, 
but stanched the bleeding, which was pro- 


fuse. 
Wants Place to Smoke. 

When the house surgeon, in view of the 
@hock and loss of blood, decided that he must 
remain fn the hospital over night, Mr. Cham- 
berlain was not concerned. He asked to be 
placed where he might smoke. He was car- 
ried on‘a stretcher to a bed, where he was 
soon resting. Mrs. Chamberlain found him 
more amused than otherwise at the commo- 
tion caused by his accident. 

When the news reached Lord Salisbury he 
sent his son to the hospital to inquire con- 
cerning Mr. Chamberlain's condition. 

His injuries, although not dangerous, are 
likely to detain him in the house for the re- 
mainder of the week. He has already can- 
celed his engagements until next Thursday, 
and it ig extremely doubtful if he will be per- 
mitted to attend the coronation banquet to 
be held ih the Guildhall on Friday or the re- 
ception to Lord Kitchener on Saturday on 
his-return from south Africa. 


Secretary Is Summoned. 

Mr. Chamberlain asked that his private 
secretary, Lord Monkbretton, be sent to him. 
Monkbretton states that Mr. Chamberltain 
will be unable to keep his engagements for 
the next two days, and that the conference 
of colonial premiers will be postponed. The 
report of Mr. Chamberlain's injury caused 
a painful feeling in both houses of pariia- 
ment. The story of the accident was con- 
veyed to the marquis of Salisbury in the 
house of lords. The prime minister imme- 
diately passed the news to-his colleagues on 
the ministerial bench. . 


Made 8 at Review. 

At a review of west African troops today . 
in’ the quadrangle in which the colonial 
office is situated Secretary Chamberlain 
made an address to the troops in which he 
congratulated them on their smart appear- 
ance and their fighting record. He held out 
the hope that even now their representa- 
tives might have an opportunity to see the 
king before returning to their homes.

AGAIN ON TRACY'S TRAD. 


POSSE FINDS TRACKS OF CONVICT 
ENTERING woops.. 


Fagitive Lands from’ Rowboat on 
Beach of Miller’s Bay and Compels 
Companion to Go with Him Into the 

Forest—Deputy Skeriff and His Men 
Determined to Bring Their Man 
Back Alive or Dead—Desperado Car- 

. Fles ‘Stock ef Food. 


Seattle. Wash., July 7.—[(Special.]—Harry 

Tracy, the fugitive convict, once more is be- 
lieved located and Deputy Sheriff Cook with 
a posse has disappeared into the forest in 
the Miller’s bay district, following the tracks 
of two. men deemed certain, to be the runa- 
way and an unwilling companion. 
- The officers feel confident they are on the 
right trail and when they set out at noon they 
a they woul? bring Tracy Back dead 
or alive. 


Boat Found on the Beach. 

Tracy, who on Saturday fled in a rowboat, 
accompanied by Anderson, the hired man 
of a rancher whose home the convict had 
held up, landed on the beach at the extreme 
head of Miller’s bay. The boat he had stolen 
at Port Madison was found early this morn- 
ing, giving the clew to the fugitive'’s route. 

In the boat was a pairofoars. Everything 
else had been carried away. The boat had 
been pulled in from the beach and stowed 
away in a clump of bushes, and Tracy ev!- 
dently felt secure in the belief that it would 
not be found for several days at least. This 
fact may lead to developments somewhat 
earlier than. any one had hoped for. 

The head of Miller’s bay is only a few miles 
overland from Port Gamble. It is directly 
north of the Port Madison Indian reserva- 
tion, where, according to an Indian woman, 
Tracy was seen in the afternoon. Sheriff 
p Cook with a posse left Port’ Madison early 

this morning to search the Miller's bay dis- 
trict in response to information received from 
the Indian reservation. . 

Immediately after the finding of the boat 
the party discovered a fresh trail leading 
into the forest. The tracks of two men were 
plainly discernible, and there was no doubt 
in the minds of the posse that the party was 
hot on the track of Tracy and Anderson. 


Posse May Be Close Behind. 

It is not known just how much of a start 
the two men had, but it is believed by the 
members of the posse that they are only a 
few hours behind. 

Tracy and his companion are expected to 
travel slowly, as they are burdened with the 
stock of provisions the convict secured on 
Saturday at Rancher Johnson’s place. An- 
derson, it is believed, was compelled to con- 
tinue the ht with Tracy, both to aid the 
convict in carrying his provisions and to 
prevent an exposure of the direction the fu- 
gitive had taken. |

WYETH BEATEN 
BY ARTICULATE. 


Drake's Winner 
ishes Second to the Great 
Handicap Performer. 


200 TO 1 SHOT WINS. 


Gregor K., Unbacked Even by 
His Stable, Beats Good Field 
of Youngsters. - 


Articulate, the great western 4 year old 


which has a long string of victories to his 


‘credit on the local tracks, yesterday showed 


he had no respect for a Derby winner by 
administering a convincing defeat to Wyeth 
at the Washington park track. It was the 
tenth consecutive victory for Articulate. 

The racé was the feature of a Monday card 
that Was much above the average for this 
off day of the week. It was at a mile and 
a furlong and came third on the program. 
Luck as with Articulate, for the heavy 
showers that fell during the early part of 
the afternoon put the going in perfect con- 
dition for the great son of St. Andrew; or 
at least it is popularly believed he is at nis 
best on such a track. 

‘Articulate shouldered 112 pounds and was 
ridden by the Burns & Waterhouse jockey, 
J. Ransch, Lyne, who usually pilots the 
western horse, was astride his employer's 
colt, Wyeth, who had to pick up two pounds 
above his scheduled weight. af ninety-nine 
in order to shoulder the Kentucky iad.

The race was a procession all the way, but 
was not altogether uninteresting by any

“Stewards of the Western jockey. club at 
their meeting yesterday adopted a resolution 
which if adhered to’ will reduce to a mini- 
mum the foul and rough riding which has 
become so prominefit in western, racing and 
which fines upon recalcitrant jockeys seem 


unable to stop. 

The: resolution provides that the licenses 
of jockeys. guilty of such practices in the 
future will be revoked. 

This ts a drastic measure but one justified 
by existing conditions. Bumping and cut- 
ting across in front of.a field with reckless 
disregard of injuries to the other horses and 
jockeys is quite the proper caper with a 
certain coterie of jockeys who pay no atten- 
tion to fines. If a boy by a reckless ride 
lands his mount winner the owner usually 
ig willing to pay any fine imposed against 
the jockey.’ Owners, however, can hardly 
afford to see high priced boys put on 
‘the ground, thereby losing their services. 
Whether track*officials will have the nerve 
to enforce the new resolution remains to be 
seen. 

There is another offenee which might well 
be included in such offenses, and that is the 
practice of breaking up starts for the benefit 
of securing a slight advantage. This causes 
long delays and disgusts track patrons. One 
of the most notable instances of this kind 
was when Dominick and Coburn on Stem 
Winder and Tom Cogan delayed the start 
about twenty minutes the day Dick Welles 
wae beaten in a three horse race. 

Among the trainers’ licenses granted was 
one to Lester Reiff, the jockey who was 80 
successful in English racing, but now 
weighs in the neighborhood of 135 pounds.

When both 
markets were at the highest yesterday the 
July delivery of corn was 8%c over the same 
delivery of wheat. At the close corn cost 
8%c a bushel more. 

The July corn price was erratic throughout 
the session in that its jumps were sometimes 
over lc without transactions being made.

Story, Russeli & Story, J. B. Eseack, and 
Stephen D. May, attorneys for Frank Jager. 
president of the Model gold mining company. 
fied in the Circuit court late yesterday 
afternoon an answer to the petition of Jo- 
seph D. Marshall, on which, by order of 
Judge Tuthill, a receiver was appointed for 
the company of which Mr. Jager is the head. 

Application for a hearing was made before 
Judge Tuthill, but he was hoiding Juvenile 
court, and the matter was continued so that 
sufficient notice could be given. The mo- 
tion, which demands the removal of the re- 
ceiver, Ralph Thatcher, will be called for a 
hearing before Judge Dunne tomorrow. . 

Attorney Stephen D. May, speaking for Mr. 
Jager, said: “ This is an action that will 
create a sensation in financial circles, and 
especially In the,east, where they have hada 
lot of trouble along the same lines. Mr. 
Jager is accused of having used the Model 
gold mining company to his own personal 
financial advantage. This is amply. dis- 
proven by the books of the company, which, 
as it happens, were in the control of people 
who were hostile to him when the acts that 
are complained of are alleged to have oc- 
curred. 

“ We court the fullest investigation. What 
we object to is the manner f{n which the order 
for a receiver was obtained. We had no no- 
tice whatever, and the coup was so timed 
that we had to lose three days of valuable 
time before we could intervene with an 
answer. If this method of procedure !s to 
obtain no concern will be safe. Any manmay 
buy or borrow ten shares of the First national 
bank stock, and in the same manner obtain 
a receiver and inflict irreparable injury. We

Incidentally It Would Make the Rap- 
ida Navigable and Be a Long Step 
Toward a Deep Water Channel from 
Chicago to Gulf—Project Is to Gen- 
erate Electricity for Transmission

A twenty foot dam that will give navigable 
water in the rapids of the Desplaines river 
and be a connecting link in the deep water- 
way.from Chicago to the gulf isto be built 
soon if present plans’are carried out. 

The primary purpose of the dam will be 
to create from 10,000 to 12,000 horse power. 
[t is to be built at Lake Joliet, south of the 
city of Joliet. The entiré of the Chicago 
drainage cuannel is to be used to generate 
electric energy for transmission to Chicago. 
Joliet, and other points. 

The. negotiations, which have been con- 
ducted with great secrecy, became known to- 
day when one of the owners of land south 
cf Joliet admitted that an option on his prop- 
erty had been secured for a syndicate. He 
said that most of his neighbors also had 
given options. .Eastern capital is said to 
constitute the principal backing, although 
there. are Chicago stockholders. It is stated 
that the trustees for the Chicago sanitary 
oo are not financially interested in the 

nture, 


Lake Joliet; where the plant will be located, 


is two miles south of the city, and there is a 
fall of twenty feet betweer. the Jackson 
street dam, where the plant of the Economy 
Light and Power company is located, and 
the proposed dam. The preliminary plans 
call for the expenditure of $1,0007000. Op- 
tions have been secured on nearly all the 
land needed and substanttal sums of money 
have been paid over to bind the bargains.

SAVES TWENTY-FOURTH LIFE. 


Arthur Egan Adds to His Record by 
Rescuing Carl Simon from 
Drowning. 


Arthur Egan, who is employed at the 
Barry avenue beach, saved his twenty- 
fourth person from drowning when he ‘res- 
cued Carl Simon yesterday morning. The 
latter, Who is 35 years old and whose home 
is at North avenue and Larrabee street, 
had gone out swimming and had put over 
200 yards between himself and the beach 
when the bystanders perceived that some- 
thing was wrong with him, both by his re- 
peated cries for help and by his convulsive 
movements, Egan immediately threw off 
his outer garments and swam to the rescue.

PRIEST SCORES AMBASSADOR. 


Father Cushing of Denver Says He Was 
Arrested in Rome in Retalia- 


tion for Lynching. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 7.—The first official 
caller on President Roosevelt at Sagamore 
hill since his arrival here was the Rev. John 
Hay Cushing, a Catholic priest of Denver, 
Colo., who went there today to file a com- 
plaint against Ambassador Meyer at Rome. 
Father Cushing claims that he and twenty- 
eight other priests were driven out of the 
Denver diocese by Bishop Matz for personal 
reasons. 

Protests were sent to Rome, and later the 
twenty-nine priests, as well as Bishop Matz, 
went there to state their case before the 
vatican. The fight has continued without 
success ever since 1888. In 1901 Bishop Matz 
is alleged to have had Mr. Cushing arrested 
in Rome for forcing himself into his presence, 
and it is said Father Cushing was put in jail 
by the Italian authorities, who openly ad- 


mitted that it was in retaliation for the 
lynching of Itallans in New Orleans. He 
claims he was treated to great indignities 
and that Ambassador Meyer and Consul de 
Castro were ‘negligent in protecting him as 
an American citizen.

New York men furnished Bishop Matz with 
$30,000 with which to fight the priests in 
their claim to restoration tu ecclesiastica! 
functions. When Father Cushing called the

CAPT. STREETER 
ABANDONS SHIP. 


‘Swears He Was Not Com- 
mander in Fight in Which 
Watehman Was Killed. 


STEPS DOWN AS RULER. 


Fellow Defendants, He Testifies, 
Acted on Their Own Volition 


in the Affray. 


' Capt. Streeter metaphorically abandoned 
the ship yesterday afternoon, leaving his 
crew to their fate. The captain, who with 
three fellow-resident# of the “ district’ is 
on trial for the murder of Watchman Kirk, 
took the stand in the afternoon and repu- 
diated his fellow-defendanrts, “ Billy Mc- 
Manners, Henry Hoeldtke, and William 
Force, Incidentally the captain repeated his 
oft told “shipwreck story ” and was grant- 
ed the opportunity today to wore proof 
of ownership of the lake shore la 


Captain Denies His Leadership. 
There was much that was surprising in the 
Captain's testimony. It generally had been 


supposed the three other defendants were in 


his employment at the time Kirk was killed. 
He denied it, and said they were hired as 
watchmen by other claimants to property in 
the “ District of Lake Michigan.” It has 
been the theory of the state that Capt. Street- 
er was an active participant in the battle 
Feb. 11, but he denied this, too, and declared 
he was at hie own cabin when the shooting 
was going on. He denied that he ordered the 
attack on the Cooper cabin or that he had 
instructed the other three to shoot at any 
time. 

By way of ace, the captain told of the 
stranding of his boat in 1886. When he bé- 
gan to tell why his claim to this land was 
valid, he was interrupted by an objection 
from Assistant State’s Attorney Lee with an 
objection on the grounds that he had no 
proofs of title. 

“T have the proofs,” declared the captain. 

“All right,” said Judge Kavanagh, “I 
shall give you permission to produce the 
proofs of your claim in court tomorrow.” 


Heard the Shots from Afar. 

The Captain told how Henry, .M. Cooper 
went into the.“ district " last January with 
armed men and took possession of a cabin 
north of Walton place on a tract claimed 
by the Pine street land company. He de- 
scribed his attack upon Cooper on the after- 
noon of the Kirk murder. 

“ After I had hit Cooper over the shoulders 
with the barrel of my shotgun and kicked 
at him as he ran away,” said the 
Captain, “I went back to McManners’ 
shanty, handed my gun to McMan- 
ners, and went to my house over at 
the south side of the district. I had et 
my supper and was fetching in a pail of 
coal from the yard when I heard two shots 
in the direction of Cooper's cabin. Then I 
heard four.more shots from the same place. 
Then I hearni two shots from farther to the 
east in the neighborhood of McManners’ 
cabin. I went to my shanty and staid there 
until I was arrested.” 


Denies He Hired the Others. 
“Were McManners, Hoeldtke, or Force in 
your employ?” asked Charles Hughes, 
Streeter’s lawyer. 

“ Never,” answeréd the captain. 

“What were they doing in the district?” 

” Hoeldtke was acting as watchman for a 
claim, McManners was employed in the same 
capacity by Ald. Cullerton. Force, I believe, 
was in the same employ as McManners, and 
I lived with him. I had nothing to do with 
the men and never gave them.instructions 
to shoot.” 


Force’s Statement Is Admitted. 

Aesistant State’s Attorney Lee announced 
that William Force had told him he wanted 
to testify for the state. Force, however, had 
reconsidered and would not take the stand. 
A written statement made by him after his 
afrest was admitted. In this statement 
Force implicates Streeter as an active par- 
ticlpant in the battle in which Kirk was 
killed. Force said McManners and Hoeldtke 
made the attack on the Cooper cabin, and 
that as soon as the shooting began he went 
back to McManners’ shanty. When he en- 
tered the shanty, he declared, Streeter rushed 
out with a gunin his hands. A little later, he 
asserted, Streeter returned and sald excited- 
rd — he had shot Cooper’s cabin full of 


the Streeter forces were introduced in evi- 
dence. There were five rifles, two shotgurs, 
and a dummy wooden gun, fashioned in the 
form of a rifie and blackened with stove 
polish.

The Chicago freight handlers, acting col- 
lectively or individually, havea right to quit 
work if'the higher wages they ask for are 


may make of the railroads, such as the 


recognition of their union, are not complied 
with. Nevertheless the exercise of that 
right by the 9,000 freight handlers is occa- 
sion for profound regret, because many 


supply and business of this city will be in- 
terfered with. Interstate commerce will be 
obstructed. The outsider cannot help think- 
ing it would have been more politic for the 
freight handlers to accept the advance in 
wages the roads offered, though it falls short 
of wlrat was asked of them. But thatisa 
matter for the freight handlers and not for 
outsiders to determine. 

The freight handlers having quit work the 
railroads havea right to hire other men to 
take their places. It will be their duty to 
hire other men. They have no right to let 
freight which should be forwarded to its 
destination remain untouched in cars or 
freight houses. Shippers will say that the 
roads must not cease doing business merely 
because the old hands have left work on ac- 
count of a disagreement about wages. 

But the freight handlers on a strike will 
not recognize the right of the railroads to 
hire new men. They will, if precedents are 
followed, make life a burden for the new. 
men whom the railroads may hire. Freight 
will be delayed at this great freight center. 
Perishable freight will be spoiled. Shippers 
will be put to loss and inconvenience, The 
police will be brought'‘into service. There 
will be a renewal of the unpleasant incidents 
which attended the strike of the stockyards 
teamsters. After heads have been broken 
in all probability a compromise will be made 
and the old men will go back to work—or 
they will be utterly defeated and lose their 
jobs. . 

It would be a pleasing variation if instead 
of traveling this accustomed road of an ugly 
war. and a reluctant peace the disagreeing 
parties were to arbitrate their differences 
instead of fighting over them. It is not too 
late yet, before hostilities have fairly begun, 
to proclaim a truce and seek to reach a 
peaceful settlement. The ‘railroads should 
be the first to consent to this, because their 
duties to the community, the performance 
of which will be interfered with by a strike, 
no matter how peaceful it may be, are far 
higher than the duties of the freight 


handlers.

Don Emilio Aguinaldo, “the Washington 
of the Philippines,” has been released from 
nominal confinement. He does not seem to 
be overjoyed. Judging from his inquiries 
as to what protection the American authori- 
ties would afford him if he went out in the 
country, he is a little afraid of freedom, and 
would not grieve if he were kept shut up in 
a comfortable Manila palace. 

Aguinaldo says he intends to visit the 
United States in the course of time so he 
may study, the government aud the people. 
This is an excellent idea, for both are worth 
studying. But if Aguinaldo does come it 
will not be so much of an event as it would 
have been had he come immediately after 
Gen. Funston captured him. He would 
have had a tearfully enthusiastic reception 
then from the “ aunties.” There will not be 
sO warm a greeting now because Admira) 
Dewey has exploded the Aguinaldo myth. 
It is absurd to look on that Filipino as a na- 
tional hero, or any kind of a hero. 

A year ago people would have been ex- 
tremely curious to see Aguinaldo. They 
would have crowded the streets to see him 
pass by. He would have been besieged with 
requests-for his autograph. But “ fame 
rides a most prodigious pace; oblivion fol- 
lows on the pillion.” Of the men who would 
have rushed to see Aguinaldo in 1901 a large 
number have forgotten in 1902 that there 
was such a person. Or if they do remember 
him it is so dimly that they will not go out 
of their way to see him. 

It is a matter of no special importance 
whether Aguinaldo comes to the United 
States. It is desirable, however, that lead- 
ing Filipinos should pay fiying visits to this 
country, In no other way can they get a 
good idea of its power and resources. It is 
desirable also that the young men belonging 
to the better Filipino families, who have in 
the past been seft to Spain’ or Wrance to 
complete their éducation, should be sent to 
the United States henceforth. The political 
knowledge they will absorb here will make 
them of value to themselves and their coun- 


trymen. 


TWO GOOD DECISIONS. 

The New York court of appeals has recent- 
ly handed down two decisions which will be 
of interest to the whole business world. 

The first is connected with a man’s liability 
for the account he may give of himself to a 
business agency. A certain New York firm, 
represented by Clarence Birkett; had told un 
agency that its assets amounted to more than 
$150,000. In consequence of this rating 
Thomas Tindle had sold the firm several 
bills of goods. The basis of Mr. Tindle’s es- 
timate of the firm was the information he 
had from the agency. Pretty soon the firm 
failed. Mr. Tindle lost. He was defer- 
mined, however, to see that his deceivers 
did not get away altogether unscathed. 
He began suit against them on a charge 
of fraud. The defense put up was that the 
firm itself had never made misleading repre- 
sentations to Mr. Tindle in person. It had 
simply made certain statements to the 
agency, and the agency had told Mr. Tindle 
what it thought it knew. If the blame lay 
anywhere, then, it lay with the agency. 
This course of reasoning commended itself 
to the supreme court and to the appellate 
court. It seemed defective to the court of 
appeals. The judgments of the lower courts 
were reversed: Mr. Birkett's firm was held 
to be guilty of fraud. “ Disregarding mere 
forms and methods it cannot be doubted that 
the defendant spoke false and deceitful 
words to the plaintiff through the agency 
just as effectually as if they had met face 
to face and the statements had been made 
directly and personally.” Whether this is 
good law or not it seems excellent justice. 
One cannot help feeling that statements 
made to a commercial agency are made to 
‘the public and that when the public is misi!ed 
by them it ought to have some remedy. 

The second of the two decisions mentioned 
is concerned with a certain aspect of the 
relations bet®een a bank and its customer. 
A New York firm deposited with the Chem- 
ical national. The firm’s confidential man 
fell into the habit of raising the firm’s checks. 
He put one figure'on the stub of the check 
and another on the check itself. The dif- 
ference between the two figures he appropri- 
ated to his own use. He kept on doing this 
for two years. During all that time the 


firm never compared the returned checks 
with the stubs. It seems odd, there-

This 
decision seems to be as righteous as the 
other. A firm cannot ask a bank to protect 
it against its own empleyé and its own 
neglect to-make sure that they were not 
swindling it. 


MONOPOLY AND COMPETITION. 

* The common defense of trusts is that they 
promote efficiency of operation and conse- 
quen¢ cheapness of production. Combina- 
tien Bas its economies and where the fruits 
of them are not used to pay dividends en 
watered stock the consumer, may be the 
gainer by a trust. But when a trust has 
substantially a monopoly of the industry 
it carries on the efficiency acquired by com- 
bination is more than offset by the. inef- 
ficiency which results from the absence of 
competition. When competition ceases prog- 
ress ceases also. A monopoly is satisfied 
with its methods and its plant. The incen- 
tive to make improvements to reduce the 
cost of production has largely disappeared. 

The protective policy has defended Amer- 
ican manufacturers against foreign competi- 
tion, but has given them an enormous home 
market to compete in one with another. 
This free competition has developed the 
industries of the country. The aim of every. 
producer has. been to lower the cost of pro- 
duction and to do it first. He has sought 
to anticipate his rivals in the application 
of new methods and the use of new ma- 
chinery, knowing that if he did not the race 
could not be won by him. 

Competition has been disastrous often to 
some of the men engaged in it. The weaker 
ones have perished, but the industry has 
progressed. | 

One. of the arguments of the organizers 
of monopolistic combines is that an indus- 
trial war in which so many weaklings are 
killed off is wasteful and cruel. They hold 
out a prospect of industrial peace which 
would not be so much peace as stagnation. 
That condition would be harmful in the long 
run to the monopoly ifself. As Cobden once 
said: . 

Monopolists themselves rarely thrive under the 
monopolies they are so fond of. It would be much 
better for them to be subjected to the same whole- 
some stimulus which persons in other pursuits 
feel, and which ts alike beneficial to the people 
so engaged and to those who purchase the. articles 
they produce. 

Lacking the whip and spur of competition 
the monopoly becomes lethargic. The men 
at the head of it, reared in an atmosphere 
of competition, will be naturally energetic 
and progressive, but when instead of a hun-. 
dred rivals, straining every nerve to get 
ahead of them, they have no rivals, they will 
become conservatives. They will turn a 
deaf ear to the inventor with his new ap- 
pliances whom they once were so pleased 
to see. 

Without competition the community lan- 
guishes and all interests suffer. Fortunate- 
ly, competition cannot be altogether stifled, 
It is one of the irrepressible forces of nature. 
No monopoly is safe from the insidious at- 
tacks of competition. It springs up in un- 
expected quarters. Crushed to earth it rises 


again. But monopolies can hamper greatly : 


for a time the workings of competition. 
Thefefore, it is the duty of the lawmaking 
power to come to the relief of competition 
when hard pressed by monopoly. As Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has said: “ Our laws must 
be conceived in the spirit of those who recog- 
nize the need of adhering so far as possible 
to the old American doctrine of giving the 
widest possible scope for the free exercise 
of individual initiative.” 

Opposed to “ individual initiative,” which 
is but another name for competition, stands 
monopoly, which has no initiative. It has 
only inertia. It makes an unprogressive 
China out of the industry it is the master 
of. It is necessary that combination shall 
not be allowed to degenerate into monopoly. 
To that end the nation must exercise the 
power of supervision and regulation. This 
is what the president has always contended 
for. He asked congress last December to 
legislate in that direction. It failed to do 
so at the long session. It is said the presi- 
dent will try to get it to act at the short ses- 
sion. It is reported that he has called to 
his aid Representative Littlefield of Maine, 
an able constitutional lawyer. He will pre- 
pare a bill for the regulation and control of 
trusts to be laid before congress when it 
meets in December. A carefnily prepared 
bill of this kind should be passed and its 
virtues tested. 


MAYOR JONES RECOVERING. 


Mayor Jones of Toledo, who has been dan- 
gerously ill, like King Edward, is, like the 
king, gaining strength and probably will live 
for Toledo as the king will live for the 
united kingdom. Doubtless the kingdom 
ean better spare the monarch than the 
city can spare tlie mayor. .The population 
of Toledo is small as compared with that 
of the united kingdom, but Mayor Jones 
has done more good in his small sphere of 
influence than the king in his large sphere. 
The one has tilled his little garden to more 
purpose than the other his world-wide 
domain. 

Americans would regret the untimely 
death of Mayor Jones. He is picturesque 
and unconventional. He talks about the 
golden rule and sometimes practices it. He 
is in some ways a crank, but life would 
be commonplace and dull if there were no 
cranks to enliven it. They are the bitter 
herbs which palates surfeited wtih.sweet- 
ness greatly relish. The crank when he 
does not degenerate into a bore, in which 
ease his early death is not to be deplored, 
sets some people to thinking. Other peo- 
ple he amuses. That is not hid intention, 
but the man who amuses the community, 
whether he does it intentionally or uninten- 
tionally, is a useful member of the body 
politic. 

It is to be hoped that Mayor Jones will 
not leave Toledo for another and a better 
world—a world so much better that. there 
will be nothing there for him to improve 
or reform. He is not needed there as he is 
in the Ohio city which he rules. 


MR. MAHON I8 RIGHT. 

The Union traction company’s employés 
are still in the first flush of their trades 
union enthusiasm. They are filled with the 
spirit which always animates new converts. 
Consequently their demands upon the com- 
pany are anything but moderate. It may 
be that all motormen and conductors ought 
to get 40 per cent more than they do now. 
This might be granted. Few street car men 
are living in luxury. At the same time a 
raise of 40 per cent is too enormous to seem 
reasonable. There will be little public sym- 
pathy for men who strike in order to get 
such a raise. 

People in general will feel that Mr. W. D. 
Mahon, who is president of the Amalga- 
mated association of street railway em- 
ployés of America, has a clearer view of the 
ease than his fellow members have been 
able to get. He has refused to indorse the 
schedule in which the men lay down their 
proposition. He says he does not believe 
this schedule is understood by the whole. 


membership of the union. He suggests that 
an effort be made to arrive at the sentiments 
of all the men concerned. If the union is 
wise it will adopt Mr. Mahon’s suggestion 
and act upon it. Their present position is 
untenable. A raise of J0, 15, or 20 per cent 
might be regarded by the public as desirable. 
A raise of 40 per cent will look more like 


aggression than like justice. ‘ 


Mr. Mahon is a man of good judgment. 
He has before this stood out against the 
radical tendencies of the local branches of 
his union. The advice he gives at present 
is worth heeding. The street car company 
is not particularly populan A judicious de- 
mand upon it is never resented by the public. 
In fact, it is commended and encouraged. 
An unjust and preposterous demand, 
though, will shift public feeling to the other 
side. The union will be discredited. The 
company will be strengthened. Mr. Mahon 
has struck the right note. The men should 
either keep quietly at work or else make de- 
mands that will not alienate their friends.

The pen of Alexandre Dumas never pic 
tured a more thrilling battle against odds 
or more hairbreadth escapes than the news- 
paper reports of the escape of the convict 
Tracy from a Montana prison. If he were 
anything but a low desperado.the public 
would be compelled to give vent to a gasp 
of admiration for the extraordinary and 
successful dgring which he has shown at ¢v- 
ery stage in his flight. If he were an Italian 
he would divide with Mussolino the popular 
devotion and with him be nominated to the 
chamber whose laws he defied. 

Tracy’s escape has been marked by all 
the features of wild romance. He slipped 
through“ lines of ambushed pursuers; slept 
in their midst; abandoned land for water, 
and took to land again to compel an un- 


} willing family to supply him with food and 


clothing, and then, with a captive at the 
oars, set- out on the ocean in a cockleshell 
craft. The population has been hostile te 
the murderer, and the alarm has been given 
wherever he has made his indentity known 
in search of food. If he escapes—and in 
an undeveloped country he well may fora 
time—it will be through his own efforts. 
There has been no degenerate popular sym- 
pathy with the criminal such as prevented 
Mussolino’s capture for many years. The 
sheriff has had no trouble in securing 9 
posse. Tracy will bé brought to bay in the 
course of time and punished for his crime.

‘HAWKS AND QUAIL, 


Description of the Nature Study 
_ Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “‘ Tribune.” 


The subjects of the nature study given with 
THe TRIBUNE today are two members of the 
hawk family, the red tail (Buteo borealis), 
which is the bird on top of the stump, and the 
American rough legged hawk, which rejoices 
in the scientific name of Archibuteo lagopus 
sencti johannis. There is another bird in 
the picture, the common quail or Bobwhite, 
but he is serving only to show the predatory 
nature of the hawk family, 

The red tailed hawk, the bird holding the 
quall, is a young one. It is full grown, how- 
ever, and amply able to provide for ite neede, 
but the plumage shows that the bird has not 
yet taken on the full color of the adult. 

This species is frequently called winter 
hawk, for the coldest weather does not serve 
to send all the individuals of the speeles to 
the southern states. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the picture represents the red tail 
holding a quail in its claws, the bird is bene- 
ficial rather than injurious. Dr. Fisher of 
the biological survey examined the stomachs 
of 562 red tailed hawks. Only fifty-four con- 
tained remains of poultry or game birds, 
while the greater part of the remainder 
showed the birds had dined off injurious 
mammals, like rats, mice, and the little red 
squirrel that is so fond of eating the young 


most commonly called “ hen hawk,’ a name 
which is suggestive of the robbery of the 
poultry yard. The bird does not deserve to 
be so called. 

The red tail breeds throughout a large part 
of the United States and Canada. It retires 
to the forest to nest and there often at a 
height of sixty feet it constructs a bulky 
home. The number of eggs is from two to 
four. They area little over two inches long 
and less than two inches in diameter.. They 
are gray white with brown markings. 

The rough legged hawk is sometimes called 
the black hawk. It was from this bird that 
the famous Indian chief took his name. It is 
a large bird, but has not the dash and spirit 
of most of the other members of the hawk 
tribe. They rarely take poultry or game 
birds of any kind. Their flight is slow and 
cumbersome and it would be a poor kind of a 
fowl that could not reach cover before the. 
rough leg had it In its talons. The bird gets 
its name rather from a softness of the leg 
than from a roughness. The legis feathered 
throughout its entire length, and this gives 
the bird its name, though, like many common 
names of birds, it is a misnomer. 

The. food of the rough legged hawk con- 
sists principally of mice, mammals, and in- 
sects. It is particularly fond of meadow 
mice, and Dr. Fisher, who has made a thor 
ough study of the hawk, says: “ It is inter- 
esting to note that the southern limit of the 
rough legged hawks’ wanderings in winter is 
nearly coincident with the southern boun- 
= ot the region inhabited by meadow 
mice,” 

The rough leg retires to the forest to breed 
and the complement of eggs ‘is from two to 
five. They are a dull white, blotched with 
chocolate brown. 

The family falconidw, which includes the 
hawks, the falcons, the vultures, the kites, 
and the eagles, numbers 350 species. About 
one-seventh of these are to be found in North 
America,

T is a pity that those foreign newspapers, 


in thie country, which have been making 
capital over the alleged failure of the 
Czar and of his government to express to 
the English embassy at St. Petersburg their 


and over the aégserted neglect of the Mus- 
covite ruler to send any message of sym- 
pathy and condolence to the English 
monarch, such as those dispatched by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the pope, etc., are ignorant 
of the fact that the czar’s brother and heir, 
who came over to England for the corona- 
tion ceremony, still remains in London as the 
guest of his aunt, Queen Alexandra, at 
Buckingham palace. He did not take his 
departure with the other royal and imperial 
guests who had come over for the coronation, 
but remained on, and has been seen every- 
where with the queen. He is a particular 
favorite of hers, as well as of his uncle, 
King Edward, and may be relied uvon to 
have kept his brother, the czar, fully posted 
about the condition of the king’s health, and 
likewise to have served as a far more agree- 
able channel of any messages of sympathy 
and affection on the part of the emperor and 
empress of Russia than any mere govern- 
ment official conld have been. 

There is no reason whatsoever therefore 
for asserting that relations between the 
courts of St. James and St. Petersburg are 
strained at the present time. On the con- 
trary, they are quite as close, if not more 
intimate than they have ever been, and no 
one need be astonished to learn at any mo- 
ment of the engagement of the young Grand 
Duke Michael to one of the daughters of the 
duke of Connaught, both of whom are charm- 
ing, unaffected, and popular girls. 


Another mistake which has been made fe 
that of -describing Prince Francis Joseph 
of Braganza, now concerned if a most un- 
savory scrape in London, as having been a 
member of the special Austro-Hungarian 
mission dispatched by Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph to represent him at King Edward’s 


n the first place. the Austrian mo 

than whom there is no more tactful ceed 
the old world, would never have appointed 
as member of a mission of thie kind a prince 
belonging to a deposed dynasty, and whose 
father is the active pretender to a throne 
occupled by a sovereign who is on terms of 
such friendship with Austria as the king of 
Portugal. 

Then, too, if the prince had been the mem- 
ber of any such mission he would have en- 
joyed immunity from arrest, and could not 
have been held even for an hour by the Lon- 
Gon police authorities, who have him now 
out on bail. 

And lastly, neither the emperor nor yet his 
heir apparent, Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
who was the head of the coronation mission, 
would have cared to have associated with 
the latter, a young officer who has been 

mixed up in so many scandals of one kind 
and another as this particular Prince Fran- 
cis Joseph of Braganza. 

If the prince has remained under arrest in 
London it is precisely because the Austrian 
government has declined to intervene in his 
behalf, and will have nothing to do with him. 
On the last occasion when he got into trou- 
ble in Austria he attempted to invoke im- 
munity from jurisdiction on the ground that 
as member of a sovereign family he was en- 
titled thereto. The matter was referred to 
the emperor, as well as to the leading ju- 
dicial authorities, and a decision was issued 
denying him these rights on the ground 
that, although he belongs to the reigning 
house of Portugal, yet that the branch there- 
of, of which he forms part, has been out- 
lawed by the Portuguese government owing 
to its efforts to upset the present monarchy 
at n. 

Tt was also determined that ex-territorial 
privileges—that is to say, immunity from 
local jurisdiction—are restricted so far as 
royal personages are concerned to foreign 
sovereigns and to members of their family 
who are recognized by them as such. Ex- 

territorial privileges are likewise to be con- 
ceded not ag a matter of right, but asa mere 
courtesy to pretenders when of royal or im- 
perial blood, but not to the members of their 
families. 

On this ground Prince Francis Joseph of 
Braganza was excluded from the enjoyment 
of ex-territorial privileges tn Austria and for 
the same reason he !s debarred from any 
immunity of jurisdiction, as far as the Eng- 
lish courts are concerned, in the disagreeable 
matter in which ‘he is now implicated. 

The last affair of the kind, which presents 
any analogy with the present instance is 
that of Count Guido Lynar, a scion of the 
princely house of that name, and who was 
filling at the time the position of first secre- 
tary of the German embassy in London. 
He got mixed up in the same kind of scrape 
as the young prince of Braganza, and was 
only arrested because the police ignored his 
identity. The moment the police were made 
aware who he was and of fhe fact that as 
a member of a foreign enf he was en- 
titled to immunity from Efiglish jurisdiction, 
he was at once released @nd turned over to 
the officials of the German embassy. The 
latter caused him to be conveyed to Ger- 
many and interned in a madhouse there. 
After six months it was officially announced 
that he had died and his name in conse- 
quence disappeared from the diplomatic list 
of Germany, from the roster of the army, in 
which he held the rank of captain of the 
Prussian Garde-du-Corps, and from the Al- 
manach de Gotha. But he is alive and flour- 
ishing, though u an assumed name, and, 
after having spent several years in Aus- 
tralia, now divides his time between Italy 
and Paris. 

Returning to Prince Francis Joseph of 
Braganza, I may mention that his grand- 
mother, widow of that Dom Miguel of Bra- 
ganza. who reigned over Portugal for six 
years as king before being compelled to make 
way for his niece, Queen Maria Della Gloria, 
makes her home in England, being a Bene- 
dictine nun of the convent of that order at 
Cowes in the isle of Wight, where she is 
‘known “in religion as “‘ Sister Adelaide.”’ 

Sir Thomas Gooch, whose marriage has 
just taken place in London, is well known in 
this courftry, where he has made long stays 
and been extensively entertained. He is in 
no way related to Sir Henry Gooch, who in- 
herited the title and most of the fortune of 
old Sir Daniel Gooch, the associate of the 


lantic cable. Sir Thomas comes from a much 
more ancient family, the first baronet of the 
line having been governor of Virginia in the 
reign of Queen Anne. 

In his youth Sir Thomas was the object of 
much bitter warfare between his parents, 
popular attention being attracted to the 
conflict by the fact that his father, Sir Al- 
fred, managed to secure the arrest of Lady 
Gooch for contempt of court in retaining 
the possession of their only son beyond the 
time allotted by the judge under the decree 
of judicial separation. Sir Alfred failed, 
however, in his efforts to have his wife sen- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment for con- 
tempt. But she was forced by his persecu- 
tion in connection with the matter to ask 
the court to change the decree of judicial 
separation into one of absolute divorce, which 
was granted in her favor, the suit resulting 
in the washing of no end of dirty linen in 
public. 

Sir Alfred himself only ‘succeeded to the 
estates and to the baronetcy after the fail- 
ure of the wife of his elder brother, Sir Fran- 
cis Gooch, to foist upon the latter a supposi- 
titious child after her brain had been partly 
unbalanced through grief at the loss of their 
real son in infancy. Sir Francis, as soon as 
he had proved in the London police court 
that the child declared by his wife to be his 
heir, was neither her offspring nor his own, 
abandoned all further proceedings in the 
case, not before, however, the trial had cre- 
ated a nine days’ wonder throughout. the 
length and breadth of the united kingdom.

AMONG THE 


NEW BOOKS. 


CHARMING little book dealing with 
Rossetti appears from the. pen of 
Ford Madox Hueffer. (EB. P. Dutton 
& Co., New York.) Mr. Hueffer has 
a close understanding of Rossetti’s 
impulses, aspirations, and environment, 


rand he classifies him well. “We may call 


Rossetti a genius”; he says. “ We cannot 
call him a master. A great master’s art is 
the art of a man who knows, who has found 
out for himself—after pains more or less ac- 
cute, after many wasted essays more or less 
definite in aim, after many failures felt and 
learned from—how to produce consummately 
the impression—the impression that he aims 
at. Rossetti never mastered his instru- 
ment.” 

He does not consider Rossetti a true pre- 
Raphaelite, although it has been the fashion 
to accord him that title. He depicts the 
painter and poet as a man easily influenced, 
averse to study, and sustained by sympa- 
thy and encouragement. He catered first to 
the taste of his friends, Holman Hunt, Morris, 
and Burne-Jones; latér to his patrons; and 
the esthetes having the day for their own, 
Rossetti outmystified the mystics, deliber- 
ately throwing a mist of symbolism and ob- 
scurity over the clearness of his ideas. — 

That he was not utterly enamored of his 
art is evidenced by the fact that he endeav- 
ored at times to rid himself of the habits 
of poetry and picture making, and to take 
up with some more perfunctory task. Or, 
perhaps, it would be putting it better to say 
that he tried to cast off the spell these arts 
had thrown over him, but he wascontinually 
lured back to his atelier as some new mood 
presented itself to him for realization upon 
canvas, or some fresh extravagance in deco- 
ration appealed to his artist’s whimsicality. 
Now and then, divorcing himself from his 


friends he painted to please himself, 
as for example, when he created 
the Beata Beatrix. “One may, on 


the whole, say that the reason for the suc- 
cess of the picture was that Rossetti painted 
it to please himself rather than to fall in line 
with the things desired of him by the pre- 
Raphaelites, Mr. Ruskin, or the decoratives. 
it was an expression made for himself of 
his own personality in the mood of thinking 
of one dead. Its value lies in that.” 

Mr. Hueffer writes well ye hoe sincerity, 
as, for example, when in ng of Ros- 
setti’s well known Paolo and Francesca, he 
gays: “‘ The two poor lovers, the large and 
fatal book upon their knees, have been the 
one learning, the other teaching. There is 
a window and bright light behindthem. And 
the definite moment has come and is passing. 
It is perhaps because that definite moment is 
so essential, so great, and so necessary a 
moment in the lives of all men that the pic- 
ture moves into a plane where technical de- 
tails, medieval atmospheres, clothes, and 
what one will matter little. And it is because 
Rossetti has in it spoken so sweetly and so 
well that one may hope for him a place some- 
where among the poets.”’ 

The story Mr. Hueffer tells of Rossetti’s 
short career as a poet is not a happy one—a 
blast of popularity, a counter blast of crit!- 
cism, a sensitive pride and joyousness 
wounded to death, a light, bright, facile, ex- 
quisite, and irresponsible nature crushed 
under the adverse comment as a butterfly 
is beaten to death among the roses by the 
summer rain, and then the quietus of the 
charming and distinguished “‘ amateur whkb 
failed in two arts!” 

Mr. Hueffer observes:.“‘ Rossetti indeed 
was an amateur, because he never really 
masteréd the theory of either of his arts; 
becuse he never really and clearly recognized 
his limits or systematically put his great 
powers to their best uses and to these uses 
alone. He was not cold blooded enough to be 
self-conscious, self-analytical enough to be 
other than prodigal. He wasted his gifts as 
he wasted his life, with a fine unconscious- 
ness.”’ 

There are many who, weary of the con- 
vyentionality of the masters, have @elighted in 
the quaint and alluring qualities of Rosset- 
ti’s work and come to find a sort of pleasure 
in contemplating even the misporportioned 
hands and the preposterous throats of Ros- 
setti’s figures. 

Throughout the book are Rossetti’s pic- 
tures illustrating the text; and the reader 
‘can lay the well printed volume aside with a 
feeling that a new insight has been given 
into the spirit of this genial, poetic, romantic, 
and prehensile minded artist. 


TWO BOOKS ON FINLAND. 
Mr. De Windt’s Is for the Tourist: Mr. 
Frederiksen’s for Statesmen. 


Mr. Harry De Windt is one of those globe- 
trotting Englishmen who go about in such 
pumbers, notebook and camera in hand, 
preparing books of travel. They make a 

many mistakes, but if you allow for 
that their books are interesting just the 
same. Mr. De Windt's latest book is called 
“Finland as It is” (E. P. Dutton & Co.), 
and it is the record of a few weeks’ hasty 
sightseeing in the Land of the Thousand 
Lakes. The work was undertaken, so he 
says, at the suggestion of an English book- 
seller in St. Petersburg, who thought he 
eculd dispose of a large number of copies, 


| but when the Russian censor gets through 


with it the author will not know the book, 
for he has been as outspoken as the Finns 
themselves are, against recent Russian tyr- 
annies. The work is interesting, as it de- 
scribes the country and its people as the 
author found them, and.as few will find 
them again, for the heavy hand of the 
Czar’s oppression will soon wipe out much 
that Mr. De Windt found so charming. 

For nearly a century Finland has en- 
joyed almost absolute independence, and 
during thag time she has made such won- 
derful strides forward in education, com- 
mercial.success, and happiness that the 
jealousy of the government has stepped in 
to check her onward way. The excuse 
given is that as Poland Woes not enjey the 
liberties granted to the Grand Duchy, the 
latter must lose those she has. Accord- 
ingly the province {ts being Russianized, the 
process being accompanied by such arro- 
gant injustice that the people are flocking 
to America by the thousands, no less than 
60,000 going in 1900. The Finns hate Rus- 
sia, and of the population less than 5,000 
speak that language. Mr. De Windt was 
met with contemptuous silence whenever 
he attempted it, and he heard outspoken 
defiunciation of the Russian government on 
every hand. 

As a rule living and traveling are cheap 
in Finland. For 30 shillings one can tra- 
verse the entire railway system. In nearly 
every town, no matter how small, there is 


at least one first-class hotel, the charges 


of which are reasonable. The people are 
intelligent, cordial, and polite, and great 
linguists, many of them speaking English 
and French without foreign accent... They 
are almost as gay in the towns as the Paris- 
fans and both summer and winter they 
spend much time in fétes and social gath- 
erings. Industry,. honesty, and sobriety 
are everywhere apparent, and avarice 
seems to be lacking even among the lower 
classes. All grades of men are intensely 
patriotic and admire and support the na- 
tional customs and constitution almost 
unanimously. 

The Finns are great readers, and beyond 
being well versed in their own somewhat 
meager literature, read many English and 
American books. They ire English 
ways, but they think John Bull is all wrong 
in the south African war. 

The towns are surprisingly pretty, the 
business blocks solid and handsome, the 
shops up to date, the streets clean, and the 
yesideneces and villas embowered in beauti- 
ful grass, shady trees, and perfect gardens 
of f wers. The author saw as many fine 
costumes among the ladies on the street 
as he would have done in Paris or London 
and the people all looked presperous. 

Mr. De Windt never forgets that he is 
writing a book for travelers who shall 
come after him and his pages are crowded 
with a wonderful amount of details con- 
cerning everything which a voyager might 
wish to know, with prices, distances, and 
periods. of time all inserted. At the end 
of the book there is a handy vocabulary of 
the Finnish tongue with the English equiv- 
alent, a map of the country, and a list of 
the hotels, book stores, doctors, pharma- 
cists, and gun and rod dealers in each 
town. The country seems to be a paradise 
for sportsmen, the fishing being exception- 
ally good and in most cases free. 

Quite a different work is “ Finland” by 
N. Cc. Frederiksen (Longmans, Green & 
Co.), which treats af. the country from the 
standpoints of its public and private econ- 
omy. While Mr. De Windt’'s is a book for 
the tourist, that of Mr. Frederiksen is for 
the statesmen and for those who wish to 
inform themselves as to the resources of 
the country. He discusses in a scholarly 
and entertaining why the peculiarities of 
Finnish civilization, describes the agricul- 
tural classes, the land laws, the forestry 
regulations, the financial and monetary 
systems, the mining and manufacturing 
industries, the fisheries and commerce, the 
railways, and govermment of the country. 
He makes comparisons of Finnish customs 
and achievements with the same progress 
in Great Britain and the United States, 
and his book is one of great vatue to states- 
men, publicists, and the general reader.
